AT ALBANY. 

Tocorrectly understand the reports from 
Albany about the fight against CONKLING’s 
re-election the following. should be remem- 
bered: 

The New York Legislature consists of 160 
members—34 Senators and 126 Assemblymen, 
or Representatives, as we call them in our 
State. The Republicans have more than two- 
thirds majority on joint ballot. The total 
Democratic strength is only 54 out of the 169 
votes. The number required to elect in joint 
session is 81. The number necessary to nom- 
inate in the Republican caucus is 
just 54. There is no doubt 
that a majority of the Republican 
caucus Will renominate both CONKLING and 
PLATT. Under ordinary circumstances, the 
minority submitting to the majority action of 
the caucus, this would settle the matter. But 
there is very great doubt about the result 
in this case, as the Administration members, 
imitating.the example of the anti-CAMERON 
men in Pennsylvania, will probably refuse to 
go into the caucus or vote for its choice un- 
der any circumstances. 

Ifthe anti-CONKLING faction can muster 
twenty-seven Republican votes and coalesce 
with the Democrats, they can defy the Re- 
publican caucus and defeat CONKLING. 

Ifthe State Senate should refuse to go into 


joint session, no election can be had this ses- 


sion. 

Ifthe Democrats vote for candidates of 
their own, andthe anti-CONKLING men re- 
fuse to vote for CONKLING, there will bea 
protracted dead-lock. 

If the Democrats Were to refuse a coalition 
and divide according to individual prefer- 
ences, CONKLING will be elected against any 
Republican bolt. 

The most probable of these contingencies 
are, however, that the State Senate will refuse 
to go into joint session, so as to throw the 
election into the next vear and subject to an- 
other popular election, or that the Adminis- 
tration Republicans and Democrats will form 
a coalition and elect one anti-CONKLING 

tepublican and one Democrat. 3 

The situation becomes still more complicat- 
ed by the circumstance that the State Senate, 
under the control of ROBERTSON, its Presi- 
dent, is strongly against CONKLING, whilethe 
Republican majority of the Lower House is 
equally pronounced in sympathy with him. A 
conflict between the two Houses, a refusal of 
one to go into joint session with the other, a 
protracted dead-lock, a tremendously bitter 
contest and a failure to elect anybody for a 
long time are among the serious possibilities.

A Sample of Judge Cady’s Correc- 
tional Court Justice. 


What It Costs to Pummel the Judge of 
the Criminal Court. 


After many long continuances the trial of 
Mr. Charles L. Hamm, for assaulting Judge 
Laughlin, came up this morning in the Court of 


CriminalCorrection. The assault was made on 
a Pine Street car,on the rear platform Ooffwhich 
Judge Henry D. Laughlin, of the Criminal 
Court, W. H. H. Russell, the well known at- 
tornev, and Mr. George Flanigan, of tho 
Hitchcock Grand Jury, were standing. Sher 
iff Mason was seated inthe car opposite 
Hamm. The — 2 given by Sheriff 
Mason, who prevented Hamm from contin- 
uing the assault, was that Hamm hurriedly 
arose from his seat and going out to the plat- 
form struck Judge Laughlin in the — 
Messrs. Russell and Flanigan, who stood only 
afew feet from the Judge, said Hamm struc 

out with his right hand catchingthe Judge's 
cout collar wiih his left hand. A {number of 
lawyers were present at the trial which had 
almost been forgotten, having had several long 
continuances. Hawn testified that he first 
usked Judge Laughlin why he had issued a 
process and in this connection the whole 
cause oi the difticulty was brought out g’eatly 
against the wish of Prosecuting Attorney Ho- 
gan, who held that it did not appertain to the 
case. Hamm had Leen = subpened to 
appear before the Grand Jury in a cause pend- 
ing before that body; and not answering that 
process an attachment was unnecessarily 
issued. Supposing that Judge Laughlin was 
responsible for this, Hamm testified that when 
he approached the Judge he noticed some 
Slight. movement and ut once struck 
out Wand caught him on the 
wing.’’ The testimony of the other witnesses 
wastothe effect that Hamm walked out to 
the platform and struck Judge Laughlin before 
he said anything. He afterwards asked him 
what he meant by taking him out of a sick 
bed? Hamm was fined $25 on this testimony.

The Gambling Hells and Policy 


Shops Wide Open. 


How the Tiger and the Elephant Are 
Gambolling Together in 
St. Louis. 


If anybody in St. Louis or any stranger 
within our gates has money to lose there is 
no lack of opportunity for that commendable 
consummation. The lottery shops are all open 
and the gambling houses nightly extend their 
solicitations to the wayfarer. The snake 
has been scorched but not killed, 
and to-day both of these crimes 


are practised just as boldly on the streets as 
they were three months ago. The attention of 
the Board of Police Commissioners is called to 
the following list of houses. now open and 
doing business: 

Bob Pate’s keno house, No. 12 North Fourth 
street, is in just as full blast as it 
ever Was. The game is run nightly 
and daily, and plenty of patronage 
has been found for it. It will 
be remembered that sometime ago Pate an- 
neunced that he was going outof keno al- 
together, but here lately he has found his 
Miniature Race’’system too complicated and 
costily and abandoned it for the 8 of his 
first-love, keno. Mr. Pate has had too mnch 
experience with the police not to take all 
proper precautions against raiding, but those 
who are not polige ofticers find no difficulty in 
effecting an entry. No other 
keno house in the city has as et 
gone to work, although it is quite probable that 
both Godfrey and Gregory will open their 
rooms again by the middle of next week. 

Keno was stopped fora time, but faro was 
never totully closed up in the city; even during 
the week of the most energetic crusading 
some of the houses kept open doors. The fol- 
lowing faro houses were open last night, and 
all of them full of gentlemen from the country, 
ropers, steerers, thieves and criminal charac- 
ters generally, withthe young bloodsof the 
town to fill up the total: 

Treadway & Co., 107 North Fifth street, a 
crooked house. ; 

Ames & Beuford, 11244 North Sixth. 

John Block & Co., 108', North Sixth, a crook- 
ed house. 

La Bonte & Geider, 114144 North Sixth. 

Manning & Pesch, 2044; North Sixth. 

Lightburn & McCann, 214½% North Sixth. 

Lyttler & Tarrants, 705 Pine. 

Tarrants & Foster, 604% Washington avenue. 

These are all the houses now open, but itis 
confidently asserted by those who know that 
others will resume business shortly. They are all 
carefully sentineled, and the police have 
themselves made it a matter of some difficulty 
to effect an entrance. Capt. Kennett’s letter, 
delivered by Page and Johnson, has put the 
fraterpity on their guard against all kinds of 
surprises. Still anybody almost will be ad- 
mitted whose looks are not constabular. The 
story of the Chief of Police that the habitues 
of the houses are furnished with pass-keys is 
hooted at by the gamblers, who declare that 
any man who wishes may get into any house 
by simply asking admission. If he has not up- 
on his face and person the unmistakable ear- 
marks of the squad he will be let in. The 
negro dives and crop houses on the levee and 
inthe negro quarters are also open and at 
work. In fact, with the exception of four keno 
houses and five faro establishments, gambling 

s to-day just as rampant in St. Louis 
as it was on the Ils8th of January. 
For more than a month past the 
lice have been absolutely inert. Nota raid 
— been made. not a case has been made; the 
hells arerunning with an immunity and an 
inexpensiveness which they would not enjoy 
wereAhey licensed. The utter inability of the 
police to get in makes the houses sure asy 
lums for criminals who, while feeling that they 
are reasonably safe upon the streets, are ab- 
sohutely secure in the hells.

What the Davenport Convention 


Agrees to Do. 


The Differences Arising Out of the Hen- 
nepin Canal Scheme Arranged. 


Quite a large bundle of letters are to-day ex- 
hibited in the office of the Secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, all connected with the 
Hennepin Canal scheme, in which the St. Louis 
merchants naturally feel a deep and 
abiding interest. It has been quietly under- 
stood among the mercantile body of St. 


Louis that the canal improve 
ment scheme was a very delicate 
one for St. Louis men to touch. Either 
horn of the dilemma presented difficulties 
which make any course objectionable. In the 
first place the merchants fear that if they op- 
pose the Hennepin plan they 
will antagonize the Northwestern Con- 
gressmen, whose votes are needed for the 
improvement of the Mississippi. On the other 
hand, the successful construction of this 
canal will divert a large amount of 
the grain trade of the Northwest away 
from its natural channel by the river 
to the lake route to the seaboard. 
This question has been thoroughly agitated 
on ’Change, and although no definite conclu- 
sion has been arrived at, the subject has cer- 
tainly been well ventilated. In the light of 
the above factthe following letters explain 
themselves: 

No. I is an invitation dated May 11, 1881, to 
the President of the — < asking him to 
send five delegates representing the St, Louis 
Chamber of Gommaante at the Northwestern 
Convention, to be held in Davenport, May 25, 
and is signed by E. Russell, Secretary of the 
Illinois and Mississippi River and Canal Im- 
provement Commission. 

No. 2 is of the same date, and signed 
by the same gentleman as No. 1. It 
explains that the call itself as issued and 
widely published was considered a sufficient 
general invitation to all bodies favorable 

the purposes of the commission. 
statement made by one of 
St. Louis papers that the 
duty of St. Louis wasto antagonize and oppose 
the Hennepin Canal movement, and this 
was supposed to preclude the possibil: 
ity of a favorable reply to a special 
invitation. Attention is called to the 
fact that nobody is invited to oppose 
the Hennepin Canal, but the Convention 
meansto indorse Mississippi improvement. 
Every member of the Commission is said to be 
the friend of improvement and to be in favor 
of the barge line and cheap transportation 
South as well as East. 

No. 3 is Mr. Ennis’ reply to NO. 2. After ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the invitation he 
says: The Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis 
is not opposed to any improvement which will 
facilitate the business of and enrich 
any part of this great country. All that we ask 
isthatany change in the navigation of the 
Mississippi Valley which may be suggested 
shall be of a nature that will not obstruct the 
movements now on footor thatare already 
accomplished, and from your letter we under- 
stand that this corresponds with the views 
and wishes of yourself and your Commission. 
The first great object not alone of the peuple 
of the Northwest West and South, butof the 
whole country should be to permanently im- 
prove the navigation of the Mississippi, the 
natural highway to the sea, and all its tributa- 
ries, and to make sure that the money spent at 
the jettics Shall realize ts full 
value. Could we connect the river 
with the lakes by opening canals for vessels 
of large tonnage without interfering with 
other improvements in navigation, none 
would be happier or more willing to join hands 
in the good work than the Merchants’ EX 
change of St. Louis.“ 

In reply to this note Mr. Russell writes pledg- 

ine the Commission and the, Convention: 
Never for a moment to consent to any move- 
ment which would hinder the improvement of 
the Mississippi,“ to so frame the authorita- 
tive utterances of the Convention as 
tomake upan entirely harmonious demand 
for the construction of the Hennepin Canal 
and the continued improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi River.’’

The central part of fhe city” was kept at 
high pitch of exeitement for three or l 
four hours this morning. he cause vf “ 


was an escaped steer, which rushed 
up and down Olive, Pine street and Washing- 


ton avenue, causing terror wherever the 
went. A lot of Texas cattle came in on the 
Iron Mountain Road this mo and while 
being penned at the yards one of them man- 
aged to escape and started to 
take in the town. A _ solitary 
horseman pursued him, but with noother effect 
than to arouse the animal to a greater degree 
of frenzy. The infuriated animal dashed 
helter skelter along the pavements and streets 
indiscriminately, and causing many a scare 
to pedestrians, Inthe vicinity of Tenth and 
Market streets he made a break 
for a group of children who were seated on a 
door step. The house door was fortu 
open, andthe little ones, yelling in . 
managed to get inside before the mad brute 
wasuponthem. He then ran down Tenth 
street and encountered but little 
opposition until he approached Locust, 
A man on horseback happened to be crossing 
Tenth street at this point just as the steer 
rushed along. The latter lowered his horns 
and ran fulltilt at the horseman. The man 
saw his peril and whipping up his horse ran 
him down Locust street just in time to escape 
the horns of the crazy beast. 
At he same momenta tinker was drudging 
notrthwards on Twelfth street, unconscious of 
the danger. The animal sighted him, and 
forgetting the horsemen made forhim, The 
brute made avicious thrust at the man,which 
struck the box he was earrying, breakingit to 
pieces. 

The man was thrown down and apparentiy 
trampled upon, but he escaped with torn 
clothes and a sprained wrist. Passing on to 
Washington avenue the steer charged several 
men into stores and alleys and generally had 
things his own way. Starting west, when on 
Eleventh street he eneountered two ladies, 
Miss Lizzie Longbridge and Miss Ida Stone, who 
were on their way down town. Miss Stone es- 
caped but her companion was thrown down 
and trampled upon quite severely. She was 
carried to her room near by where she lay for 
along time in a fainting spell.

A crowd gathered. around the steer at this 


point, and he stood for a moment at , tired 
and fagged out, bathed iw persptra and 
almost blind with excitement. He then tea 
the low fences of the yards on the northwest 
corner of Eleventh and Washington

the fences as they came in his way. The 
crowd followed at a safe distance, calling 
loudly upon the police to shoot. n the 
steer had gone half way up the block he turn- 
ed in his tracks and the demand that he be 
shot grew louder and more e tic. 
Officer McNamee pulled his pop fired 
twice but missed both times, as the animal 
dashed back to Twelfth street and then ina 
southerly direction. He ran around Lucas 
Market once or twice andthen over in 
the neighborhood of Missouri Park, 
frightening pedestrians and ladies who were 
out in large numbers.

“CALL FRITZ KRING.”

A Dramatic Coup in the Kring 
Case To-Day. 


The Murderer of Dora Broemser Con- 
fronted by His Father. 


A startling new phase was put on the Kring 
murder trial in the Cireus® Court to-day 
when Fritz H. Kring, the father of the defend - 
ant was ushered into the court room. Kring 
the accused sat by hts counsel and main- 
tained the same stolid indifference that has 
been so noticeable during the previous 


triuls, until the name of Fritz Kring 
was called. Then the defendant began to 
clinch his hands —— and shook per- 
ceptibly. This was entirely unexpected, and 
when theold man was escortedinto the court 
room the defendant glared at him until he was 
sworn. At the previous trial affidavits were 
introduced to the effeet that Fritz II. 
Kring vas confined in an insane 
asylum, so that when the man walked 
boldly into court to-day it caused a very evi - 
dent ripple of excitement. This became in- 
tense as the trial progressed. The old man 
testified that he came to this country in the 
fifties. The defendant was his illegitimate 
son and that none of the tamily were tainted 
with insanity. He had adopted him 
as his son. The unexpected in 
troduction of this witness nonplussed 
the attorneys for the defense. About 
two weeks azo Messrs. Harris and 
McDonald ascertained that the old man 
Kring and his family lived in the southern 
part of the vow Mr. McDonald tound 
that the defendant had, through 
a third party, instituted bigamy 
proceedings against this old man who 
this morning very reluctantly admitted the il- 
legitimacy of the defendant’s brother. The 
old man moved three times in two weeks. Last 
week Harris and MeDonald called on Chief 
Chapman and Detective Eggs, and these gen- 
tlemen watched the house. This morning 
Legs escorted the old man about town on 
the . pretense of introducing bim to 
the Ge:man Consul, and wheneverytbing was 
in readiness Chupman, Harris and McDonald 
sent Deputy Sheriff Greenwald and Sergeant 
George Miller to near Lafayette Park, where 
the old man Was served and taken to Court 
where he testilied.
